“Jones Cou nty has a high rated 
in efficiency in the holding of mois­ 
tu re as it falls, bu t it is not du e to 
acts of the p eop le for the most p art,” 
declared R. E. Dickson, su p erintend­ 
ent of the Sp u r Ex p eriment Station, 
when he sp oke Tu esday noon at the 
regu lar -weekly lu ncheon of Hamlin 
Lions Clu b. 
“Eighty -sev en p er cent of the rain 
that falls in Jones Cou nty is sav ed 
for crop and grass p rodu ction and 
other u ses, Dickson said, bu t this 
high p ercentage is du e to natu re s 
gift of flat cou ntry ov er most of the 
cou nty . 
This 
p ercentage can 
be 
raised by continu ed and ex p anded 
p ractices of soil conserv ation,” the 
sp eaker said. 
Dickson rep orted that some of the 
worst soil p ractices he had seen in 
his recent su rv ey s of West Tex as 
regions were v isited within fiv e miles 
of the Hamlin bu siness district. Crop 
rotation on the Hamlin farm were 
p oor, u se of water mov ements cou ld 
hardly be p u rp osely p lanned worse, 
and imp lements were u sed to the 
p oorest adv antage, he p ointed ou t. 
Urging u se of p rop er soil sav ­ 
ing p ractices, together with efficient

Cou nty can be made to p rodu ce mu ch 
more in the fu tu re, the Sp u r man 
declared. 
We hav e some of the fin­ 
est soil in the entire world right here 
in Tex as and Jones Cou nty , he p oint­ 
ed ou t. 
Using the Sp u r Ex p eriment Sta­ 
tion as a ty p ical West Tex as situ a­ 
tion, he told Lions and gu ests that 
not a single drop of water had ru n 
off the Sp u r farm in y ears, and that 
the p ractices last y ear made the 
ex p eriment farm p rodu ce $107 p er 
acre more in cotton than areas adja­ 
cent not p rop erly cared for. 
Dickson p redicted that the Jones 
Cou nty region wou ^d p rodu ce a good 
wheat crop in sp ite of the sp indly 
stalks that hav e come as resu lt of 
little winter and early sp ring rains. 
After demonstrating a chart show­ 
ing the rainfall by y ears and mcftiths 
since 19*12 at the Sp u r station, the 
soil conserv ationist declared that the 
fall rains of Sep tember throu gh No­ 
v ember really are the ones that store 
u p moistu re for crap s and p astu res. 
His chart rev ealed that more than 
one-half of the area’s moistu re came 
in the fall months, u su ally in slow 
falling, grou nd-soaking rains. 
“ Ou r bewailing the lack of mois­ 
tu re in West Tex as reminds me of 
a story abou t an old Bap tist minister, 
who said that he dou bted ou r right 
to ev en p ray for more rain when wc 
do not p rop erly care for the ones we 
do get.”
